Till' incident, or wliatever you cliuose 
to call tlmt llrst feature of Drcsldcut 
Kooscvi'lt's Colorado cxpcrii'uce wlilcli 
will make ills .great western tour iiiciii- 
oriiblc--Hii' uiiiiiuc ('iitcrliiiiiinciit Hint 
furiiislicd .Mr. Uooscvclt tlic right kind 
of Western welcoiiu' and gave lingo, 
Col., a pcriiianent idacc on the map — 
was till' cowboy lircakfast served to 
the national ctiief ('iirly on tip' iiiorn- 
ing of May 1,'says the Di'iiver Dost. 

' 'I'he cook wlio cooked the breakfast 
and who glorii's in. this ('yaltcd lilt of 
cookeiy. is now in Dcnvi.. Tills is 
".lack" Kcppi'l, till' wliolt'-soulcd cow- 
nmii who deserted liis lierils and rode 
nmiiy long mill s in order to be on liaiul 
1111(1 olliclati' at Uiigii. 

"I was very proud," said ipiiet Mr. 
Kepiiel and, by Hie way. noiiody ifin 
di'scrilie tlie great event and Hie causes 
leading up to It, as lie can—"(piite 
proud will'll till' Lincoln County Cattle 
({rowers' .\ssociiitiim selbctiMl me to 
take clnirgi' of tlic cooking of tin' cow¬ 
boy lircakfast wliicli we bad detcr- 
niiiu'd to serve to Dresidciit Itoosevelt. 
"TIk' Holt Live Stock Coillii.'in.v's 
: ■cluick’ wagon was driven down to Hu¬ 
go fur my use and it was well siip- 
Iilicd, as it was ready to start m.'xt 
day on its regular round tip route. 

".\s my assistant for Hie great en- 
tei'iirise 1 liad that veteran of tlie 
range, .lolin Hi'.vinan. as .good a cainji 
imin as ever drew lircatli, so long as 
he was awake, and, Hiiis tixi'd up, 1 
felt fully ('(inal to Hie great uiulcrtak- 
iiig alii'ad of me. 

"I'll I'rivlay iireceding Hie ('veiitful 
Monday, Ma.v 4. wlieii Hie Dresident 
was to come tbrongli, I wi'iit down to 
Hugo from my raiicli at .trroyo, to gi't 
everylliing sbii'sliaiie and in ordi'r. On 
that evi'iiiiig xve swung the put rack 
and cleared a space aliont tlic rear 
end of the elinek wagon and on Sat” 
unlay we unpacked the provisions and 
laid in Initter and siicli things as had 
been overlooki'd. 

"On Sunday, just to get my hand in 
and have tilings in working order, 1 
cooked a big dinner for l.uU natives 
and a couple of dozi'ii 'rawliides' from 
Denver. I hadn't done any cooking 
for live years, and t was a little shaky 
about tlie job 1 had nlii'ad of me. but 
j the way those people ate and ate and 
I caiiie back for more convinced me tlmt 
John and I could do tlie big stunt as 
well as anybody. 

I "On Sunday night about S::!0 I 
i closed off the feeding and left nothing 
I ou but the beans, which cooked over 
1 a roaring lire till 12 o'clock. While the 
i beaus were cooking a number of old- 
j timers gathered around the camp tire 


and swapped lies and sung songs and 
kept me company. It xvas a flue night, 
and they were all sorry xvhen 12 
o’clock came and I took off the beans 
and drove them all away. .And I hated 
to do it, too, but it was late enough, 
and I had iniportant work ahead of tne 
for the morning. 

"I rolled out my bedding right 
alongside the camp lire and turned in¬ 
to my blankets a little before 1 o'clock. 
I could hear the others •■elebratiug up¬ 
town and I wished I could !>e with 
them, b,ut I knew that would never do 
for me. 

".A few hours later I was wooling 
John Ileyuian to .get him awake and 
beating around with a club to And 
daylight in the dark. The first thing 
I did after making up my fire wns to 
put the beans back on. John and I 
tiu'ii made twelve gallons of coffee In 
three liig pots and got the French 
fried potatoes ready. The next thing 
was to make the biscuits and put them 
in the Dutch ovens ready to bake. 1 
made eight do.zen of these and patted 
tlioni out round and smooth. It's quite 
a job to make good biscuits, and you 
bet I was very particular with tlii'se. 

I xvaiited to have ’I'lii just ready when 
the Dresident came, so I went over to 
the depot and found out from the tel- 
(’grapli oiierator tlie exact moment 
wlien lie would nrr.ve. 

"When we saw Hie smoke of the 
pilot train we heaped the fire on the 
tops of tile Dutch ovens. Tills train 
brought the ({overnor and Congress¬ 
man Brooks. They were too busy 
getting ready to receive the Pres¬ 
ident to want to eat anything, and 
the biscuits were not done, anyhow. 
When the Dresideiit’s train hove in 
sight xve gut pretty excited around 
that oanip lire, 1 can tell you. I had 
pickl'd out a lii.g T-bone steak, the 
finest one I ever saw, for the Dresi¬ 
dent, 

"As the tniin was sloxving up I nod¬ 
ded to John Ileyuian, my assistjint, 
to drop the big steak onto tlie hot 
surface of the oven, xvliich xvas on the 
rack, and heated up just right. By 
this time the biscuits were done to a 
turn and everything xvas ready. 1 had 
heard discouraging reports to tlie ef¬ 
fect that Dresident Uoosevelt would 
not be allowed time enougli at Hugo 
for him to gi't off and ('at, but I know 
If I could once gi't him in range of 
that beefsteak xvlieri' lie could get a 
xvhiff ot that sti'uk he xvould liave to 
stay and eat. 

"Well, I have cooked many a steak, 
lint 1 xvas certainly nnire proud of 
that one Hiaii of any I I'X'er turned 
out. It xvas a regular ’beaut,’ and 
xvhen Teddy cut into it and munched 
the first montlifiil and I i»aw the 
tickled expression of Ids faci' I was 
SIX proud—well, I just liad to swing my 
hat and holler.” 

Could Not He l>ec«?ivcd. 

An Eiiglishinnn traveling in Russia 
furnislies Hie following Incidents to 
a Ixindon paper - an incident xvliicJj he 
personally witnessed and xvhicli he

One of Hio peasants, turning to Ida 
coninidi's, says: "Dindtri, Ivan,

iis til enter thi' train.” '*()li. \'ou stu¬ 
pid, ’ says aiiotlior. ''.Vri' you a gi'ii- 
tloinan') Yon lioard liiiii say 'gentie- 
iiion.'
